If the Reader now will give me leave, 
my Purpoſe is (after having conducted 
him thro' this airy Labarinth) to ſet him 
down juſt at the Point that guided him 
into it, I ſhew'd him my Friend in the 
melancholy Circumſtance of Death, in a 
manner Helpleſs, Friendleſs, and in ſore 
Diſtreſs. "I'was time to vary then the 
Scene, a ſympathetick Grief, I did ſup- 
poſe, had wound his Spirits up, and bound 
his Mind in ſome degree of painful Sor- 
row and Reſtraint ; my aim was to un- 


bend that Mind, and ſooth and ſoften it 


again with Thoughts leſs diſagreeable. 
My Friend (as I have ſaid) was gone, and 
who was next to be deſtroy'd ; but that 
ſame Friend who was enjoin'd to tell the 
mournſul Tale, "I'was my hard Fate, 
not only to be diſmiſsd the Service I was 
in, but thoſe dark Deſigners got me order'd 
home in Shame and Ignominy ; as if a 
Malefactor baſe, or Criminal bold, had

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been the Terms and Appellations fitteſt for 


me. My natural eaſineſs of 'Temper, 


and wonted Inclination to comply with 
all the Lawful Orders of that Body of 


Gentlemen whom I had ſerv'd (till then) 


with Pleaſure, made the neceſſary Prepa- 
rations for my Return in a Forwardneſs 
proper for the Time preſcribed: Sufficient 


Notice of my Deſign to imbark, agreeable 
to Orders, was deliver'd to thoſe in Pow- 
er in my own Hand-writing, about fifteen 
Days before I came away. I was Reſi- 


dent upon the Spot near the ſpace of four 
Months, from the Time of my Diſmiſſion, 


to the Time of my Imbarkment; no In- 


formations, no Complaints were made a- 


gainſt me during all that Time, although 


ſuch Informations, ſuch Complaints were 
known to be the very direct Roads thro! 
which Informers (altho' falſe ones) might 


be ſure to paſs the ſpeedieſt into the Fa- 
vour of the Monſter and his Creatures 
(my profeſt Enemies) then advanced to 


Power. 


Free- 
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Freedom from Reſtraints of this kind, 
luckily afforded me a fair Opportunity of 


ſhewing the Gratitude I ow'd my Friend, 
by doing for him all the little Offices within 


my Power in his Life-time, and of entring 


upon the Diſcharge of the Truſt he left 


me as Executor on his Death: And this 


I endeavour'd to execute in a proportionate 


Degree, to the Time allow'd me between 
my Patron's Death and my Embarkment, 


which amounted to no more than ſix Wecks. 


Guilty Fears, and too ſubſtantial grounds 
for Jealouſy, when they found me rcſo-— 
Inte and fully bent on coming home, ac- 


cording to ſtrict Order, wade them form 


a Politick Scheme, and ſo try by gentle 
Means and ſoft Perſwaſions, to prevail 


upon me to defer Returning till another 
Year; and this was done through too juſt 
Apprchenſions of ſome ill Impreſſions 
' which I probably ſhould make at home a- 


gainſt them, when the Story of their vile 
Proceedings ſhould be known, I urg'd 


that 
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that ſuch a Propoſition was even unwar- 
rantable in them to make; their Principals 
had order'd my Return, and I eſteem'd it 
Breach of Truſt in them to tender ſuch a 
Man their leave to ſtay : I told their 
Proxy, that the conſtant Zeal which I had 
ſhewn on all Occaſions (lawful) for exe- 
cuting the Decrees and Orders of their 
Principals (when I was happy enough to 
call them mine} would now in this the 

lateſt Opportunity [ ere might have, ſup- 
ply me with a Caution ſtrong enough to 
guard againſt any Baits which they might 
lay to enſnare me into Diſobedience; 
that, in a Word. I was reſolv's to 
go at this very juncture ; all, or 
great part of' the Money for Expeaces 
which the Voyage wou'd | coſt me, 
was disburs' d, and the Time appointed 
for Embarking now drew near: But ſince 
I was not well content by fair Means and 
Perſwaſions to continue in the Place, the 
blackeſt Schemes, the fouleſt Means were 

framed and put in force to bring thoſe 
Schemes to bear, in order to detain me 


by 
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by Coercion, altho' really ſuch Detention 
ſhould appear at home to have the Face 
of Law and Juſtice in the Execution. It 
was contrived that my. Co-partner in the 
formal legal Truſt, ſhould ſome three 
Nights before the Ships were to depart, 
break ſuddenly into a Rage with me, pre- ; 
tend a Paſſion, talk in Bombaſt and Me- 
naces, and this to one invited only to a 

_ Supper-meeting ; that he ſhould call me, 
under the indiſputable Sanction of a Prieſtly 
Gown, Names approbrious, and grating 
to a Gentleman's Ear; till in a daring 
Stile, ſuch ſhocking T 'hings as were e- 
nough to render Stupid and Confounded, 
even the very ſtrongeſt Brain of any one

utter, and profeſs'd Enemies could hatch, 
contrive, and form by Spleen propenſe, 
accumulate againſt him.

Principle of Acting ever (moſt unbiaſſedly 
right) but likewiſe cautiouſly foreſtudied 
in moſt firm, ſecure, defenſive Way to 
guard againſt litigious Suits at home, 
which Men, however ſo near allied by 
Blood (little, nay very little inheriting 


Spirits of that Blood) might upon my 


coming home embroil me in : Spur'd on, 
and incited by malicious ill traducing 
Letters, then tranſmitted hither, and ſup- 


ported by an artful ſett of Men, who cloſe

Things ; contaminate their Fingers with 
baſe Bribes ; ſell the great ſpace of Merit 
and Honours for ſo much 'Traſh as may 
be graſped thus. So Shakeſpear thought, 


pity much, that every Man engaged in

(the Study of the very Baſis of our Lives 


and Liberties) ſhould not be furniſh'd with 
thecloſe, the ſoft, perſwaſive Eloquence of 


Cicero; the nervous, ſtrong, incentive Ar-

ſtaunch, impracticable Heart of Cato, whom 
the moſt celebrated Mr. Addiſon has made 
to live, till Time ſhall be no more. 


Very little Penetration help'd me to an
